The rail borno trade of Bengal with other provinces in India during the 
quarter ending the 30th September, 1891, amounted to 62,42,551 niaunds, which 
were 27,69,245 tnaunds, or 79-72 per cent., in excess of the quantity lifted in 
the corresponding period of last year. The imports showed an advance of 
12,80,630 maunds, or 88*00 per cent., while the exports exhibited a rise of 
14,88,615 tnaunds, or 73*76 per cent.

RAILWAY FREIGHTS. 

So far as these returns are concerned, the changes made by the East Indian 
Railway Company in the rates of freight on articles carried during the quarter 
ending the 31st March 1891, as compared with the rates in force during the 
4th quarter of 1889-90, are noted below:— 

Cottonj raw.—During February and March 1891, cotton (class A) pressed 
to not less than 201bs. per cubic foot, or not exceeding 15 cubic feet per bale 
of SOOlbs., was carried from and vid Assansol to Howrah at the rate of 
4 annas 2 pie per maund. In 1889-90 no rate was quoted. During March 
1891 this article was despatched from and vid Umballa over the Delhi-Umballa- 
Kalka Railway to Howrah at the rate of Re. 1-5-7 pmr maund. That Rail¬ 
way was not open in 1889-90. 

Dyes and tana.-—Bahool bark in full wagon loads, loaded and unloaded 
by owners, was carried during March 1891 from and vid Cawnpore to Howrah 
at 3 annas per wagon per mile: in March 1890 the charge was a pie per 
maund per mile when packed, and f of a pie per maund per mile when 
loose. 

Food-grains and oilseeds .—During the 4th quarter of 1889-90, grain and 
seeds wero carried from any East Indian Railway station to vid Cawnpore 
for traffic to the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway station Hathras, 
and* stations west of Hathras, at an additional charge of Rs. 3-8 per 100 maunds, 
equal to 7 pie per maund, levied by the East Indian Railway. This extra 
charge was withdrawn during the quarter under report. In the case of con¬ 
signments vid Cawnpore from Hathras, and stations west of it, to any East Indian 
Railway station except Sarsaul, Panki, and Bhanpore, an extra charge of Bs. 7-8 
per 100 maunds, or 1 anna 3 pie per maund, was imposed, but it was with¬ 
drawn in January 1891. In March 1890 and 1891 the rates of freight on grain

8 per maund, was 
carried from stations between and vid Sahebgunge for Baraoo traffic at the rate 
of Rs. 27'3-4, against Rs. 30 per 100 mauuds in the corresponding month 
in 1889. 

Oils .—In November 1889 kerosine oil in consignments of 5,000 maunds was 
carried from Howrah to Patna and stations beyond at the rate of Us. 36-8 
per 100 maunds to Patna, and ^ pie per maund per mile from Patna to 
destination for despatches of 300 maunds and multiples thereof. Daring Nov¬ 
ember and December 1890 the charges were Rs. 26-5 per 100 maunds to Patna, 
and ^ pie per maund per mile from *Patna to other stations. In the case of 
despatches at owner's risk in consignments of 300 maunds or multiples thereof 
from Patna to any station, the charge was reduced from 1 pie to ^ pie per maund 
per mile. In December 1889 and 1890 kerosine oil was carried from Howrah

The rail-borno trade of Bengal Avitli other Provinces in India during the 
quarter ending^rthe 31st March, 1890, amounted to 58,11,473 maunds, which 
were 1,30,823 maunds, or 2-30 per cent, in excess of the figures of the cor¬ 
responding period of last year. The imports exhibited a rise of 3,12,129 
maunds, or 14'72 per cent., while the exports showed a falling off of 1,81,306 
maunds, or 6’09 per cent.

There was a considerable increase in the deliveries 
of rice in Calcutta, chiefly for shipment to ooast 
ports. Large supplies wore drawn from Western 
Bengal to replaoe the better descriptions of rice 
exported to Jedda and Mauritius. The Eastern 
Bengal block also imported rice and paddy 
largely from Northern Bengal. 


The increase in the trade is due to a late crop in 
1889. This staple which usually comes into the 
> market daring the third quarter was not imported 
into Calcutta from Eastern and Northern Bengal 
until the present quarter.

To other stations than those named in the foregoing table, the charge on 
upward despatches only was 10 per cent, less than the tariff rates. During 
.Juno 1890, when rubble or slack was booked dovfnwards for consumption as 
coal, a rebate of 10 per cent, was allowed. 

During the past quarter coke, when carried for distances of 600 miles and 
over, was charged at the reduced rate for coal. In the first quarter of 1889-90 
this article was charged as coal on a minimum of 3 annas per wagon per mile; 
but when it was carried in hopper wagons and open trucks, freight was charged 
on the actual weight carried. 

Cotton piece-goods, /Hde'are,—-The rate of freight on these goods, unpressed 
and unl)ound, from Howrah to and Delhi was reduced from Rs. 334 in 
May 1889 tc. Rs. 327-1-4 per 100 maunds in May*1890. 

Drugs and chemicals, non-intoxicating .—During the quarter under report, 
gootaharwas carried at Ist class rates, viz., at one-third of a pie per maund per 
mile, and during June 1890 ruddrakh was carried at 2nd class rates, viz., at 
one-half of a pie per maund per mile; in the corresponding quarter in 1889-90 
both drugs were carried at 2ud class rates. Cinchona bark and all drugs and 
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chemioals ohaigeable at drd, 4tb, and 5th daag rates, i.e., at frds, fths, and

Dffes and tans .—During April, May, and June 1890 the chor^ on indigo 
sweepings (in bags)^ in quantities of less than 800 maunds was |rd of a pie per 
maund per mile against fths of a pie per maund per mile in those months in 
1889. Myrabolams, cutch, turmeric, aniline, and other dyes and tans were 
carried during the past quarter to Cawnpore from distances of not less than 300 
miles at special class B rate, viz., ^th of a pie per maund per mile, against l^rdof 
a pie per maund per mile in the corresponding quarter last year. All dyes and 
tans chargeable at 8rd and 4th class rates were carried during May and June 
1890 and 1880 from Howrah to and vid Delhi and Ghaziabad at the rates given 
above for cinchona bark and other drugs and chemicals. 

Grain and puke .—During the quarter under report wheat, and jowar and 
bajra were carried from and vid Hathras to Howrah at the rate of Bs. 53 against 
Rs. 55 per 100 maunds in the same quarter in 1889>90. 

Hides and skins .—As in the case of Indian cotton piece-goods referred to 
above so in the case of hides and skins, the charge on 100 maunds despatched 
from Howrah to and vid Delhi was reduced from Rs. 334 in May 1889 to 
Kb. 327-l-4<in May 1890.

EXTERNAL TRADE OF THE LOWER PROVINCES. 


STATEMENT H. 

5. During tho quarter under report, the imports into Bengal from other 
provinces in India by rail showed a very large decrease of 20*87 per cent, in 
comparison with the quarter ending the 30th June 1889, while the exports 
rose by 29*27 per cent. Taking imports and exports together, the total weight 
of the trade of the Lower Provinces, was, however, on a level with last jrear. 

6. The chief staples in the import trade which exliibited noticeable 
fluctuations during the quarter as compared with the corresponding period of 
1889, are shown in the following statements:—

^The decline under these heads is due partly to crops 
being injured owing to scanty rain last year, 
and partly to the following causes mentioned by 
the Traflio Manager, East Indian Railway, in his 
report for May 1890 

The falling off was chiefly in linseed, dospatehed from 
the Oudh and Hohilkhand Railway and the Bengal and 
A%)rth.Western Railwf^ vid Moghal Serai and Digha 
Ghftt. respectively, to Howrah for export. Owing to 
the rise in exchange, as reported in my weekly reports 
for last month, businons in Calcutta was very much 
retarded. Holders of stock decLiued to part with their 
seeds atprcMont prices, and speculators were storing up* 
country. Movements were also retarded by sickness 
in villages." 

No improvement took place in June 1890, os the 
following extract will show :— 

“ As during last month, tlic falling off was chiefly in 
linseed to Howrah for export. Holders of stocks 
steadily refuse to sell linseed at prestmt prices, and 
the unsteadiness in exchange retards business with 
Europe," 

As regards mustard seed, the outturn was generally 
abundant in the Lower Provinces, so that the 
decrease shown above did not interfere with the 
L Bengal trade in this staple.

“The inpinffioieney of rainfall daring the latter part of 
September and the month of October, which, as stated 
iu the furecast of the winter rice crop issnod on 24th 
December last, told prejudicially on that crop in many 
parts of Bobar and Cnota Nagpore, also caused the 
area sown with wheat to be below the normal in the 
districts of 8hahabad. Oya, Bhagulpore, Lohardugga, 
Baukoora, and probably in Patna. In Nuddoa and 
Bajshahye abnormally heavy showers which fell in 
N ovombor last are reported to have reduced the wheat 
area slightly below the normal. 

“ 2. On Uie other bond, a lurgor area than usaal was sown 
with wheat in the districts of Saran, Chumparun, 
AIon(;hyr, Maldali, Burdwan, and Moorshedabad. This 
ini;rease in area is chiefly altribuietl to the fact that 
portioiiH of these disiricts being flooded dnring the rains 
became unfit for rice, and therefore were subsequently 
available for wheat cultivation. 

“ 3. The estimated outturn last year was a 10-anna crop. 
The total export of wheat from 1st April 1889 to the 
31st January 1800 is returned by the Collector of 
CuHtoms as 1,649,080 cwt. if to this bo added a 
fpiantity representing the probable export during the 
two remaining monfJis of February and March, not 
usually excoeaing 60,000 cwt., the total exports for 
the financial year, April to March, would be about 
1,600,000 cwt. Against this total of 1,600,000 cwt. the 
total exports of wheat during 1888-89 were 2,949,^4 
cwt. and during 1887*88 4,.S32,S09 cwt. These figures 
show a reduction iu tlie exports during the year 1889-90 
of 46 per cent, on the exports of tlie previous year and 
of 63 per cent, on those of 1887-88. The great falling' 
ofi in exxiorts of the year 1889-90 is attributable to the 
deficient wheat harvest of last year, and to stimulated 
local consumption consequent on a deficient rice 
harvest. 

«4. This falling off in the exports is mostly confined to 
Behar. During the half-year ending 80th September 
1889 the quantity cxpoi tea from Bdiar to Calcutta fell 
to 4,17,184 maunds from 17,29,529 maunds exported 
during the corresponding period of the inrevious year. 

5. The prospects of ilie w heat crop of the present season 
are much blotter than those of last year: a 12 to 14- 
anna crop may bo expected from tlie whole province, 
and while the area sown and outturn will bo larger, the 
requirements for local consumption will, owing to a 
go^ rice harvest, be less than those of the previous 
year.

Stdne and /^.~DuriQg' the {][uarter ondihg the '30th Sopteriiber, 1889, 
stone was charged-on the minimum weight of 325 maunds per wagon, whereas 
during the quarter under review, wherever that minimum was applied, charge 
was made on the full carrying capacity of the wagon used.

STATEMENT IL 


4. Compared with-the quarter ending the 30th September, 1889, the total 
traffic during the quarter under review showed a large decrease of 12,52,959 
maunds, or 26'94 per cent., almost entirely in the trade with the Upper Provinces. 
The decline occurred both in imports and oxjiorts. Under the former head it 
aggregated 8,42,796 maunds, or 30 69 per cent., and under the latter head 
4,10,163 maunds, or 16 89 per cent. More than half the falling off in the 
imports into Bengal was duo to smaller supplies of wlieat and gram and pulse 
from the North-Western Provinces and tlic Punjab, while tho fluctuation in 
exports was due entirely to diminished consignments of coal and coke to the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh.

report was not maintained during the quarter 
under review.

Again in tlio report, dated the 19th August, 1890, 
the following remarks appear;—

The rail-borne trade of Bengal with other Provinces in India during the 
quarter endiifg the 31st March, 1890, amounted to 68,11,473 maunds, which 
were 1,30,823 maunds, or 2*30 per cent, in excess of the figures of the cor¬ 
responding period of last year. The imports exhibited a rise of 3,12,129 
maunds, or 14*72 per cent., while the exports showed a falling oS of 1,81,306 
maunds, or 5*09 per cent. ' ^

STATEMENT IL . 

CoHFABED with the quarter ending the 31st December 1891, the aggregate 
trade of the period under review showed the large increase of 15,03,727 maunds, 
or 2S’68 por cent. The improvementin the import traffic, viz., 6,83,082 maunds, 
or 23*53 per cent., was principally due to larger simplies of food-grains having 
been sent to Calcutta and Binar from the Upper Provinces, while the ez^rt 
trade rose by 8,20,695 maunds, or 23*72 per cent., owing chiefly to larger des¬ 
patches of coal and coke from Bihar to the Upper and Central Provinces. 

2. The imported staples in which marked fluctuations occurred during 
the quarter under report, as compared with the corresponding period of 1891,

4. The aggregate internal trade of Bengal during the quarter showed an 
increase o*f 27,56,926 maunds, or 14*53 per cent., as compared with the third 
quarter of 1891-92. The net quantity of the down and up traffic, and the pro¬ 
portion borne by*the Calcutta traffic to the total trade are given in the following 
table:— 



It will bo seen from the above statement that the increase was prac¬ 
tically confined to the downward traffic, which rose by 27,48,043 maunas, or 
17*45 per cent., while the upward traffic showed a very trifling improvement of 
8,883 maunds, or 0*27 per cent.

The imports into J3cngal from other provinces in India, 
showed a large advance, of 31,01,959 maunds, or 53*48 per cent., but thg 
exports rose by only 1,94,238 maunds, or 3*99 per cent.
